Page  239.  No.  130.  Attack  on  a  castle.  On  the  right  side  are  two 
spurred  mounted  horsemen,  armed  cap-a-pie  with  visored  helmets  and 
coats  of  mail,  composed  of  thin  scale  plates  with  arm  gauntlets  and 
steel  knee-caps,  in  the  act  of  discharging  crossbows  at  castle  and  followed 
by  two  lance-knechts  or  squires.  Castle  is  depicted  with  raised  draw¬ 
bridge  and  moat,  four  men  shown  on  the  flanking  parapet  of  battlements 
also  casting  stones.  A  bas-relief  on  a  square  ivory  casing  of  a  mirror, 
of  quadrangular  ten-lobed  shape,  frame  showing  four  leaves  worked  in 
at  each  angle.
